We are the International Languages Interest House (ILIH) from Beam Hall 
in North. You may be wondering why we are making an appearance in your 
newsletter. The members of the ILIH do not feel that the students of 
Penn State and, more importantly, the members of the other Interest 

Houses have a sufficient awareness of our present situation. Therefore, 
we are presenting the following information, and asking for your support, 
as we attempt to maintain as much strength and unity as possible. 


The announcement that the University is going to convert Beam Hall into 
office space was made during the summer long before student opinion 
was considered. At the beginning of this semester our house and the 
other Interest Houses concerned submitted proposals to a specially formed 
committee. The proposals represented our basic need of coed housing, 
specific needs of each house and the reasons for choosing our location 
for new housing. As the Collegian printed, we are to be placed in Beaver 
Hall- along with the Social and Self-Awareness Interest House. We would 
have preferred to stay in North, but our first proposal to that effect 
was rejected. We submitted a second proposal choosing Beaver Hall over 
East with two of our main points being the need to remain coed and the 
need to be placed on one floor. The "final decision" is that both houses 
once in Beaver, will be "stacked." This means we shall share two non- 
coed floors and both houses will be divided. 


"If a house be divided against itself, it cannot stand." And this is 
an issue that concerns all of the Interest Houses as much as it concerns 
any one of us. The basis of any Interest House is communication. This 
change in our structure will be a major hindrance to the ILIH or could 
even bring about its downfall. And this may have a domino effect. 


We will continue trying to protect our interests, those things which 
all Interest Houses have in common. We ask your awareness and your
